NFCB CONFERENCE REPORT 


The 5th Annual national Federation of 
Community Broadcasters Conference in 
Worcester, Massachusetts provided the 
unique opportunity. for people to inter- 
act on a theme dear to the hearts of all 
involved -- community radio. 

The six-day conference attracted 
people from most parts of the U.S. and 
talk of remote vs. live vs. taped 
programs and lack of funding filled the 
air. The schedule allowed for many 
moments of after-hours fraternization 
which often proved as valuable as the 
Organized workshops. That is not to say 
the after hours replaced, rather, they 
complimented the workshops, 

Areas discussé€d were varied (as was 
the make-up of the delegates) and most 
topics were openly and thoroughly 
discussed. Some topics covered were: 
Minorities in broadcasting, satellite 
link-ups, progrmming ideas and musical 
production, as well as how to start your 
own station. One could never attend all 
the workshops, as they were scheduled 
concurrently, but careful attention was 
paid to possible conflicts and station 
WCUW-FM of Worcester shuld be congratu- 
lated for their hospitality. 

How does the NFCB affect KRAB? One 
of the main ways is through the program 
service provided by NFCB. Although we 
at KRAB have never had enough money to 
purchase the programs, we have success- 
fully submitted programs to the service 
on numerous occasions. Another service 
of NFCB is their community radio study 
which gives us accurate figures from 
which to gauge our planning for the 
future. Did you know that by 1985 some 
6,000 people will be involved in commu- 
nity radio? And that there will be more 
than 110 stations on the non-commercial 
airwaves. 

Some personal reflections on KRAB'S 
status in the NFCB. Many stations play 
music that is blatantly commeccial; KRAB 
continues a hard-line position on this 
topic. Many stations allow corporate 
underwriting, an unthinkable (as of yet) 
proposition for KRAB. The programming 
provided by KRAB is of a quality that is 
superior in most respects to the major- 

ity of member stations (with room for 
improvement allowed).
